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NEWS 

CANADIAN  LITERATURE  EXAMINED  FOR  ETHNIC  CONTENT 

In  the  third  of  its  ongoing,  annual  conferences 
on  Ukrainian- Canadian  themes,  the  Canadian  Institute 
of  Ukrainian  Studies,  together  with  the  Departments  of 
English  and  Comparative  Literature  at  the  University 
of  Alberta,  sponsored  the  conference  "Identifications:" 
Ethnicity  and  the  Writer  in  Canada,"  13-16  September 
1979.  The  conference,  held  at  the  University  of 
Alberta,  was  organized  to  examine  the  ethnic  dimen- 
sion of  Canadian  literature.  There  were  four  main 
objectives:  (1)  to  stimulate  public  and  academic 
interest  in  Canadian  literature  written  in  languages 
other  than  English  and  French;  (2)  to  initiate  a dis- 
cussion among  contemporary  Canadian  writers  on  the 
role  that  ethnicity  plays  in  shaping  their  literary 
identities  and  outlook;  (3)  to  examine  the  ethnic 
dimension  within  mainstream  Canadian  literature; 
and  (4)  to  raise  awareness  within  the  Canadian 
literary  community  of  some  of  the  problems  that 
confront  writers  who  work  in  Canada's  minority 
languages.  In  short,  the  Identifications 
conference  attempted  to  broaden  the  definition 
of  Canadian  literature. 

The  first  of  its  kind,  the  conference  brought 
together  eight  well-known  Canadian  writers  and 
eight  academics  to  examine  subjects  as  diverse  as 
Ukrainian,  Metis,  Yiddish,  Icelandic  and  Hungarian 
writing  in  Canada.  Ukrainian-Canadian  literature 
was  examined  academically  by  Dr.  Yar  Slavutych, 

Dr.  Danylo  Struk  and  Mr.  Jars  Balan,  while  personal 
viewpoints  by  contemporary  Ukrainian-Canadian 
writers  were  expressed  by  Maara  Haas,  George  Ryga, 
Andrew  Suknaski  and  Myrna  Kostash.  The  latter  four 
Canadian  writers  of  Ukrainian  descent  are  well-known 
from  their  contributions  to  English-language 
Canadian  literature. 


In  the  academic  sessions,  Drs.  Slavutych  and 
Struk  used  different  methods  to  define  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  literature.  Beginning  with  Ivan  Zbura's 
work  from  1898,  Dr.  Slavutych  chose  to  identify 
Ukrainian-Canadian  literature  by  enumerating  some 
of  the  early  writers,  among  nearly  two  hundred,  who 
have  contributed  to  Ukrainian -language  poetry  and 
prose  in  Canada.  Dr.  Struk,  on  the  other  hand,  de- 
fined Ukrainian-Canadian  writing  on  the  basis  of 
its  literary  merit.  Using  these  criteria,  he  suggested 
that  only  eight  emigr£  writers,  of  the  total  number, 
are  literary  figures.  In  his  presentation,  Mr.  Balan 
identified  Ukrainian  elements,  both  deliberate  and 
unconscious,  in  the  work  of  George  Ryga  who  often 
uses  ethnic  themes  in  his  work. 


The  most  dramatic  events  during  the  conference 
were  two  panel  discussions  held  to  allow  authors  to 
speak  about  the  effects  of  their  minority  ethnic 
backgrounds  (language,  religion,  culture)  on  their 
creative  writing.  One  of  these  panels  was  composed 
of  Ukrainian-Canadian  writers  whose  varying  back- 
grounds resulted  in  a range  of  responses  about  the 
importance  of  Ukrainian  ethnicity.  Both  Maara  Haas 
and  George  Ryga  expressed  criticism  of  the  notion 
that  ethnicity  was  important;  Myrna  Kostash  saw 
ethnicity  as  comparable  to  feminism  for  developing  a 
sense  of  "otherness";  as  an  immigrant,  Yar  Slavutych 
identified  himself  totally  as  a Ukrainian  expatriate 
writer  for  whom  country  of  residency  is  arbitrary. 
Discussion  was  often  heated  with  lively  participation 
from  the  audience.

In  the  other  panel  discussion,  Maria  Campbell 
described  how  she  often  has  to  translate  from  Cree 
into  English  as  she  writes.  Pier  Di  Cicco  suggested 
that  the  Italian  language  influences  his  choice  of 
words  in  his  poetry.  Andy  Suknaski  spoke  about  the 
role  of  ethnic  myths  and  ghosts  both  in  his  writing 
and  in  his  sense  of  history.  Rudy  Wiebe  emphasized 
that  his  identity  was  rooted  in  the  Mennonite  religion 
rather  than  any  linguistic  experience. 
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The  conference  also  heard  academic  papers  about 
the  ethnic  writings  of  other  groups.  Judy  Young,  the 
literary  projects  officer  in  the  Multiculturalism 
Directorate,  Secretary  of  State,  spoke  of  the  great 
amount  of  literature  in  Canada  available  in  languages 
other  than  English  and  French  that  has  not  yet  been 
catalogued.  Some  of  the  better  works  are  now  being 
translated.  Dr.  George  Bisztray  spoke  about  the 
Canadian-Hungarian  literature  that  has 
developed  particularly  since  the  arrival  in 
Canada  of  immigrants  from  Hungary  after  the 
1956  uprising. 

Seymour  Levitan  reviewed  the  work  of  a 
number  of  Yiddish  writers  in  Canada,  who  though 
few  in  number,  still  write  poetry  of  a high  calibre 
Dr.  David  Arnasson  spoke  about  Stefan  G.  Stefansson, 
an  internationally-known  Icelandic  poet  who  resided 
and  wrote  in  Canada,  but  who  has  remained  virtually 
unknown  in  this  country.  It  was  suggested  that 
Stefansson's  obscurity  was  due  to  his  anti-war 
political  beliefs.  After  hearing  Dr.  Arnasson' s 
presentation,  conference  participants  spontaneously 
circulated  a petition  to  the  Government  of  Alberta 
to  recognize  Stefansson  by  having  his  work  trans- 
lated an<i  aa  historical  monument  raised  in  his  honmur. 
During  the  keynote  address  of  the  conference,  Dr . Henry 
Kreisel  recounted  his  experiences  as  a Jewish  immigran 
who  deliberately  chose  to  become  a novelist  in  English, 
in  what  for  him  was  a new  language.

A number  of  events  were  held  concurrently  in 
support  of  the  conference.  A Public  Archives  of 
Canada  exhibit  was  held  in  Athabasca  Hall  and  an 
exhibit  of  Ukrainian  publications  was  mounted  in 
Rutherford  Library  at  the  University  of  Alberta. 

Films  with  ethnic  content,  from  the  National 
Film  Board  of  Canada,  were  shown  .for  the  general 
public  during  noon-hours  in  a three-day  film  festi- 
val. Participating  authors  read  excerpts  of  their 
work  at  public  readings  held  both  in  the  University 
and  in  Vegreville  and  a slide  exhibit  reviewing 
Ukrainian- Canadian  writers  was  prepared. 

A delegation  of  scholars  from  the  University 
of  Chernivtsi,  on  exchange  with  the  University  of 
Saskatchewan,  attended  part  of  the  conference. 

Grants  funding  the  Identifications  conference 
were  received  from  the  Canada  Council,  Alberta 
Culture  and  the  Multiculturalism  Directorate, 

Secretary  of  State.  In  all,  the  conference  was 
attended  by  over  two  hundred  participants  and  was 
well-covered  by  the  local  and  national  press  and 
media.  The  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies 
has  :obtained  video  recordings  of  the  panel  discussions 
for  its  Ukrainian  Language  Resource  Centre.  The 
papers  and  panel  discussions  of  the  conference  are 
now  being  edited  by  Jars  Balan  and  will  be  published 
by  the  Institute. 


NEW  ASSOCIATE  DIRECTOR  CHOSEN 

At  the  director's  request.  Dr.  Bohdan 
Bociurkiw,  professor  in  the  Department  of  Political 
Science,  Carleton  University,  Ottawa,  agreed  in 
July  to  join  the  Institute's  executive  as  an  asso- 
ciate director,  responsible  primarily  for  research 
and  publications  in  political  science.  The  other 
associate  director  is  Dr.  George  Luckyj , who  ad- 
ministers the  Institute's  office  at  the  University 
of  Toronto.  Dr.  Bociurkiw,  at  Carleton  since  1969, 
was  formerly  a member  of  the  political  science 
department  at  the  University  of  Alberta.  From 
1969  to  1972  he  was  director  of  the  Institute  of 
Soviet  and  East  European  Studies  at  Carleton 
University. 

FIRST  VISITING  PROFESSOR  AT  INSTITUTE 

Among  the  objectives  of  the  Canadian  Institute 
of  Ukrainian  Studies  is  assisting  "in  the  estab- 
lishment of  creative  contacts  among  professors, 
scholars,  writers,  researchers  and  librarians  in 
Ukrainian  studies."  From  its  inception,  the 
Institute  planned  to  implement  this  objective  by 
inviting  visiting  professors  to  spend  the  academic 
year  in  Edmonton  as  guests  of  the. Institute.  The 
first  such  visiting  professor,  for  the  1979-80 
academic  year,  is  a leading  Polish  historian  of 
modern  Ukraine,  Dr.  Janus z Radziejowski. 
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Dr.  Radziejowski  was  born  in  1925  in  Kiev, 
where  his  father,  a political  emigre  from  Poland, 
served  as  vice-director  of  the  Institute  of  Polish 
Culture  of  the  All-Ukrainian  Academy  of  Sciences. 

He  was  educated  first  in  Ukraine  and  later,  after 
his  father's  arrest  in  1933,  in  Kazakhstan.  During 
World  War  II  he  served  in  the  First  Army  of  the 
Polish  Forces.  Demobilized  in  the  USSR,  he  studied 
demography  at  the  Institute  of  Economics  and 
Statistics  in  Moscow  and  was  subsequently  employed 
by  the  Department  of  the  Census  in  the  section 
dealing  with  Soviet  nationalities.  In  1959,  after 
the  rehabilitation  of  his  father,  he  moved  perma- 
nently to  Poland  where  he  worked  as  a researcher  in 
Warsaw  for  the  Institute  (Zaklad)  of  Party  History 
until  the  latter's  dissolution  in  1970.  He  is  cur- 
rently employed  by  the  Institute  of  Scientific 
Policy,  Technological  Progress  and  Higher  Education, 
where  he  engages  in  research  on  sociological  prob- 
lems and  the  history  of  education.  He  is  completing 
a book-length  study  of  higher  education  in  the  USSR.

His  work  on  modern  Ukrainian  history  began 
while  he  was  employed  by  the  Institute  of  Party 
History.  Here  he  served  as  scientific  secretary 
of  the  Section  on  the  History  of  the  Communist 
Party  of  Western  Ukraine  (CPWU).  In  this  capacity, 
he  developed  an  oral  history  project  involving 
former  CPWU  activists  and  also  organized  the 
Archives  of  the  CPWU  and  the  Archives  of  the  Labour 
Movement  of  Western  Ukraine.  In  1970,  he  defended 
his  doctoral  dissertation  on  the  CPWU  at  the 
University  of  Warsaw.  In  1976,  he  published  a mono- 
graph based  on  his  doctoral  research:  The  Cormunist 
Party  of  Western  Ukraine  3 1919-29:  Crucial  Ideolo- 
gical Questions  (in  Polish) . He  has  also  published 
a number  of  articles  on  this  topic  and  on  other 
aspects  of  twentieth- century  Ukrainian  history 
(e.g.,  a biographical  sketch,  in  English,  of  Roman 
Rosdolsky  in  Science  and  Society , summer  1978). 

While  the  Institute's  guest.  Dr.  Radziejowski 
is  working  on  a revised,  English-language  edition 
of  his  book  on  the  CPWU  . He  is  accompanied  by  his 
wife,  Lidia,  an  engineer  specializing  in  construc- 
tion materials. 


UKRAINIAN  LANGUAGE  RESOURCE  CENTRE 

Previous  issues  of  the  Newsletter  have  reported 
on  the  different  holdings  in  the  Ukrainian 
Language  Resource  Centre  (U.L.R.C. ) which  Is 
located  in  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies.  This  final  article  deals  with  its 
largest  holdings  — books. 

An  English  author  has  defined  a university 
as  a collection  of  books.  It  is  impossible  today 
to  imagine  even  a school,  let  alone  a university, 
without  them.  While  the  majority  of  Canadian 
schools  have  their  own  libraries,  few  with 
Ukrainian-English  bilingual  classes  have  an 
adequate  collection  of  ukrainica  at  the  teachers' 
disposal.  For  this  reason  the  Ukrainian  Language 
Resource  Centre  collects  Ukrainian  books  and  puts 
them  at  the  disposal  of  teachers  to  facilitate 
preparing  their  activities. 

The  Centre  now  holds  approximately  3000 
volumes  and  the  collection  is  growing  steadily. 

Its  single  largest  component  is  children's  lite- 
rature suitable  for  use  in  classes  from  kinder- 
garten to  secondary  school.  Ukrainian  language  and 
and  literature  manuals  (including  readers)  consti- 
tute ithe  second  largest  group.  These  include 
Canadian,  American,  Ukrainian,  Australian,  British 
and  other  publications.  It  is  anticipated  that  this 
section  will  experience  tremendous  growth.  The  third 
group  is  made  up  of  other  Ukrainian  studies  manuals, 
especially  in  history,  geography,  ethnography,  art 
and  culture.  Special  attention  is  devoted  to  dic- 
tionaries and  other  reference  works.  Not  only  does 
this  collection  include  the  usual  orthographical 
and  Ukrainian- foreign  language  dictionaries,  but  it 
also  holds  specialized  works  from  various  disciplines 
such  as  Slovnyk  synonimiv  ukrainskoi  movy3  Ukrainskyi 
stylistichnyi  slovnyk3  Shevchenkivs kiy  slovnyk3 
Slovnyk  muzychnykh  terminiv3  Shkilnyi  heolohichnyi 
slovntyk-sovidnyk3  Bio lohichnyi  slovnyk  and  others. 

The  Centre  also  holds  such  encyclopedias  as  Ukrainska 
mala  entsykopediia3  Dytiacha  entsyklopediia3  Ukrainska 
radianska  entsyklopediia 

Musical  holdings  are  also  growing.  Not  only  can 
one  find  various  widely-known  songbooks,  but  also 
sheet  music  to  childrens'  songs  and  materials 
appropriate,  for  use  in  bilingual  classes. 

Another  large  category  of  books  are  works  on 
various  topics,  especially  those  taught  in  Ukrainian 
in  the  bilingual  programme.  These  include  manuals  on 
music,  the  social  sciences , att,  crafts,  as  well  as 
mathematics,  physics,  chemistry,  biology,  geology, 
sports,  technology,  cooking  and  many  others. 

The  cataloguing  process  is  nearing  completion; 
work  will  then  start  on  a subject  catalogue  to 
facilitate  use  of  the  Centre's  holdings  by  teachers. 
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EXTRAMURAL  COURSES:  AN  EVALUATION 

In  1978  the  Institute  acquired  an  extra- 
mural dimension  with  the  development  of  two  adult 
education  programmes.  One,  a travelling  lecture 
series,  was  intended  to  further  the  Institute's 
national  profile  through  monthly  public  lectures 
in  selected  Canadian  cities.  During  the  1978-9 
academic  year.  Institute  academic  staff  members 
visited  Lethbridge,  Calgary,  Kelowna,  Kamloops, 
Vancouver  and  Victoria.  While  attendance  fluc- 
tuated, an  estimated  thirty  persons  heard  each 
lecture.  The  favourable  response  to  this  pilot 
series  prompted  the  Institute  to  retain  the 
western  circuit  in  the  1979-80  academic  year  and 
to  expand  eastward.  The  original  series  is  cur- 
rently travelling  to  Thunder  Bay,  Winnipeg, 

Brandon,  Yorkton,  Regina  and  Saskatoon,  while  a 
group  of  more  culturally -oriented  speakers  have 
agreed  to  visit  western  cities.  This  second  series 
has  profited  from  the  participation  of  experts  in 
various  fields  working  outside  the  Institute  and/ 
or  University  of  Alberta  framework.  Audience  atten- 
dance to  date  has  again  averaged  around  thirty 
persons  in  both  the  western  and  the  eastern  cities. 
Local  contacts  in  each  centre  have  been  indispen- 
sable in  reserving  lecture  facilities,  taking 
care  of  the  speakers  and  distributing  publicity 
materials.  In  connection  with  the  tour,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Slavonic  Studies,  University  of  British 
Columbia,  together  with  other  interested  departments, 
for  the  second  year  have  sponsored  noon  seminars 
directed  toward  the  university  audience.  On  the 
eastern  tour,  the  Department  of  Slavic  Studies, 
the  Soviet  and  East  European  Studies  Committee 
and  St.  Andrew's  College  have  organized  noon  semi- 
nars at  the  University  of  Manitoba  for  the  travel- 
ling lecturers. 


During  the  fall  of  1978,  the  Institute  first 
offered  "The  Ukrainian  Experience  in  Canada"  as  an 
adult  evening  non-credit  course  in  Edmonton  and 
surrounding  centres.  Although  registration  for  the 
fall  term  in  Edmonton,  where  the  course  was  to  be 
offered  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of 
Extension  at  the  University  of  Alberta  and  the 
Edmonton  Public  School  Board,  was  insufficient  to 
hold  the  course,  response  in  Lamont  was  excellent 
as  twenty-four  persons  enrolled.  In  January  1979, 
Edmonton  attracted  a registration  of  thirty  in  a 
successful  class. 


Attendance  figures  financial  considerations 
alone  cannot  measure  the  success  or  failure  of  either 
the  travelling  lecture  series  or  "The  Ukrainian 
Experience  in  Canada"  programme.  Perhaps  the  major 
consideration  is  that  communities  outside  Edmonton 
have  the  opportunity  to  hear  knowledgeable  speakers 
and  to  profit  from  their  recent  research  in  Ukrainian 
and  Ukrainian-Canadian  studies.

"The  Soviet  Union  Through  the  Eyes  of  the 
New  York  Times by  Alexander  Motyl. 

The  issue  also  includes  reviews  of  ten  books  in  the 
Ukrainian  field  and  a list  of  Japanese  articles  and 
books  on  Ukrainian  history. 


This  fall,  the  Institute  attempted  to  expand: 
in  addition  to  again  offering  the  Edmonton  course, 

"The  Ukrainian  Experience  in  Canada"  was  also  slated 
for  Red  Deer  (through  Red  Deer  College)  and  Vegreville 
(through  Lakeland  College).  A disappointing  registra- 
tion, in  spite  of  widespread  advertising,  forced  can- 
cellation in  Red  Deer  and  Edmonton,  while  the 
Vegreville  course  proceeded  with  fifteen  participants. 
The  Edmonton  course  has  been  rescheduled  for  January 
1980  in  the  hopes  that  greater  interest  can  be  aroused.

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RESEARCH  GRANTS  AWARDED 


Dr.  PaweJ  Korzec,  of  the  Centre  National 
de  la  Recherche  Scientifique  in  Paris,  has  beer 
awarded  $4,986  to  prepare  a monograph  on  "The 
Ukrainian  Question  in  Poland,  1919-1939."  In 
addition  to  published  sources.  Dr.  Korzec  plans 
to  use  relevant  documents  in  the  archives  of 
Poland,  Germany,  France,  Austria  and  the  United 
States . 


Dr.  Paul  R.  Magocsi,  senior  research  fellow 
at  the  Ukrainian  Research  Institute  of  Harvard 
University,  has  received  a grant  of  $2,235  (US) 
to  prepare  for  publication  a "Historiographical 
Guide  to  Galicia,"  a survey  of  the  most  important 
literature  dealing  with  the  Ukrainian-inhabited 
portion  of  the  former  Austrian  crownland.  Although 
the  guide  will  be  selective,  between  six  and  eight 
hundred  works — representative  of  all  political, 
national  and  religious  points  of  view — will  be 
mentioned. 


Dr.  Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky,  professor  of  history 
at  the  University  of  Alberta,  and  Dr.  John-Paul 
Himka,  visiting  assistant  professor  in  the 
Institute,  have  been  awarded  a grant  of  $3,600 
to  edit  "The  Selected  Works  of  Mykhailo  Drahomanov: 
Autobiographical  Writings."  This  will  be  the  first 
major  selection  of  the  works  of  this  eminent 
Ukrainian  political  theorist  to  appear  in  English 
translation.  The  volume  is  being  translated  by  Dr. 
Dolly  Ferguson  and  will  contain  an  introduction  by 
Dr.  Elzbieta  Hornowa. 


Dr.  Ihor  Stebelsky  of  the  University  of 
Windsor  has  been  awarded  $1,950  to  study  Ukrainian 
peasant  migration  to  Siberia  and  Central  Asia 
before  1917.  This  project  will  assess  both  tempo- 
ral and  spatial  aspects  of  migration.  The  different 
roles  played  by  economic,  political,  cultural, 
demographic,  environmental  and  other  factors  will 
be  examined. 


Mr.  Ivan  Majstrenko  from  Munich  has  been 
awarded  $3,000  to  write  the  monograph  "Istoriia 
moho  pokolinnia  (spohady)."  Mr.  Majstrenko  was 
an  eye-witness  to  the  Ukrainian  revolution  of 
1917,  the  period  of  Ukrainization  in  the  1920s 
and  the  terror  of  the  1930s.  His  work  promises  to 
provide  researchers  with  many  useful  insights  into 
various  periods  of  Ukrainian  history.

ST.  ANDREW'S  COLLEGE 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  of 
Manitoba  has  officially  approved  the  affiliation 
of  St.  Andrew's  College  to  the  University  as 
recommended  by  the  steering  committee.  The  decision 
was  reached  at  a meeting  of  the  board  Thursday, 

26  July  1979.  The  University's  Senate  had 
approved  the  recommendation  at  its  session  4 July. 

The  approved  recommendation  calls  for  the 
establishment  of  a Centre  of  Ukrainian-Canadian 
Studies  at  St.  Andrew's  which  will  offer  Ukrainian 
courses  to  supplement  the  existing  programme  of 
Ukrainian  studies  at  the  University  of  Manitoba. 

The  College  has  been  offering  Ukrainian  courses 
since  1972.  Seventeen  courses  were  offered  last 
year.  The  courses  will  continue  to  be  offered 
until  the  formal  establishment  of  the  Centre  of 
Ukrainian-Canadian  studies. 
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YOU  ARE  WHAT  YOU  CULTURE 

The  second  annual  "You  Are  What  You  Culture" 
workshop,  held  at  the  University  of  Alberta, 

5-8  October,  continued  to  develop  as  a forum 
where  participants  from  varied  backgrounds  could 
explore  and  discuss  various  aspects  of 
Ukrainian  identity.  Through  a combination  of 
social,  cultural  and  educational  events,  the 
workshop  encouraged  participants  to  enjoy  their 
Ukrainian  heritage,  while  providing  them  with  a 
greater  awareness  of  what  it  means  to  be  a Ukrainian 
Canadian.  In  short,  it  dealt  with  two  questions: 
where  are  we  coming  from  and  where  are  we  going? 

A total  of  22  sessions  featuring  some  25 
different  speakers,  from  each  of  the  Prairie 
provinces,  were  offered  to  conference  participants, 
who  then  had  to  limit  their  choice  to  six  seminars. 
Subjects  covered  at  the  gathering  included  the  usual 
fare  of  crafts,  cuisine,  music,  dance  and  religion, 
as  well  as  several  historical,  political,  literary 
and  sociological  presentations  which  examined  the 
place  and  legacies  of  Ukrainians  in  North  America 
and  throughout  the  world.  The  conference  has  been 
reviewed  in  Student  12,  no. 57  (1979): 8. 


SLAVIC  STUDIES  IN  MANITOBA 

During  the  first  semester  of  the  1979-80 
academic  year,  the  Department  of  Slavic  Studies 
at  the  University  of  Manitoba  hosted  four  guest 
lecturers:  on  9 October  Anatoly  Avdievsky  from 
Kiev,  Ukraine,  spoke  on  "The  V.eriovka  Choir  and 
Ukrainian  Folk  Music";  on  1 November  Dr.  W.  Hucul, 
University  of  California,  Berkeley,  spoke  on  "Some 
Reflections  on  the  Origins  and  Diplomacy  of  Kievan 
Rus’";  on  19  November  Mykola  Budulak-Scharegin  of 
Scharegin  of  the  Ukrainian  "Helsinki  Group,  London, 
England,  recounted  his  experiences  "Ten  Years  in 
Soviet  Prisons";  and  on  22  November  Natalia 
Pylypiuk,  doctoral  candidate  at  Harvard  University 
spoke  on  "The  Poetry  of  Prince  Ivan  Khvorostinin:

Contrary  to  the  current  trend  of  falling 
enrollments  in  various  disciplines,  the  enrollment 
in  the  Department  of  Slavic  Studies  at  the 
University  of  Manitoba  increased  13.6  per  cent 
during  1978-9  and  another  11.5  per  cent  in  the 
1979-80  academic  year.  Currently,  the  Department 
i has  250  students  (50  in  Russian  and  20 6 in 

Ukrainian  studies) . The  graduate  studies  programme 
totals  19  students  (15  in  the  Ukrainian  and  4 in 
I the  Russian  programme) . 


The  Department  received  two  new  scholarships 
for  students  in  Ukrainian  studies:  the  William 
Fedorus  Scholarship  of  $2,000  and  the  Dr.  M. 
Mandryka  Scholarship  of  $2,000.  The  Ukrainian 
National  Association  of  America  has  raised  its 
yearly  scholarship  from  $100  to  $250.

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SEMINARS 


EDMONTON 

DR.  ANDRIJ  HORNJATKEVYC 

The  Institute's  seminar  series  at  the 
University  of  Alberta  commenced  on  18  September. 
Dr.  Andrij  Hornjatkevy£,  assistant  professor  of 
Interdisciplinary  Studies  and  Slavic  languages, 
spoke  on  "The  Music  of  the  Dumy." 

Dr.  Hornjatkevy?  first  addressed  the 
question  of  the  nature  of  the  folk  epic.  It  is  an 
oral  narrative  that,  in  effect,  is  created  anew 
at  each  performance.  This  skill  is  acquired 
through  a lengthy  period  of  study  with  a master 
during  which  the  disciple  acquires  the  "grammar" 
(both  lexical  and  musical)  of  the  art  form. 

The  speaker  then  showed  how  this  process  is 
applied  to  the  rendering  of  Ukrainian  dumy.  He 
explained  the  compositional  structure  of  the 
duma  text  and  dwelt  on  the  melodic  mode  in  par- 
ticular. Dr.  HornjatkevyC  concluded  his  presen- 
tation by  performing  the  duma  about  Marusia  of 
Bohuslav  while  accompanying  himself  on  the 
bandura. 

A lively  discussion  followed  the  presentation. 


DR.  CELESTIN  SUCIiOWERSKY 

The  second  Institute  seminar,  “Ukrainians 
in  Australia:  An  Eyewitness  Account,"  was 
presented  by  Dr.  Celestin  Suchowersky,  formerly 
of  the  University  library,  on  2 October.  In 
February  1979  Dr.  Suchowersky  visited  the  major 
Ukrainian  centres  in  Australia:  Sydney,  Melbourne, 
the  port  of  Adelaide  and  Canberra,  Australia's 
capital.  He  met  with  representatives  of  Ukrainian 
religious,  civic,  cultural,  economic  and  political 
organizations. 

The  Ukrainian  Catholic  church  in  Australia 
is  well  organized  and  has  a number  of  accomplish- 
ments to  its  credit;  the  Ukrainian  Orthodox  church 
is  somewhat  weaker,  being  divided  into  three 
jurisdictions  and  representing  a smaller  number 
of  faithful.  Ukrainian  community  life  is  led  by 
the  SUOK,  which  might  be  compared  to  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Committee  of  Canada,  although 
there  are  some  differences.  Every  city  has  its 
own  narodnl  domy  where  all  can  gather;  simul- 
taneously there  exist  domy  for  specific  church 
and  civic  groups  such  as  SUM  and  Plast.  The  dev- 


elopment of  credit  unions  has  been  impressive, 
especially  in  Sydney  and  Melbourne.  Political 
parties  from  "the  old  country"  languish  because 
of  internal  dissension.  The  speaker  felt  that 
Ukrainian  students  in  Australia,  as  a whole, 
participate  more  actively  in  Ukrainian  community 
life  and  speak  more  and  better  Ukrainian  than  do 
their  Canadian  counterparts.  The  speaker  was  most 
favourably  impressed  by  the  Tovarystvo  universy- 
tetskykh  graduantiv  (Association  of  University 
Graduates)  of  Sydney  and  the  surrounding  area. 

The  Tovarystvo  invited  Dr.  Suchowersky  to  address 
its  members  on  the  cultual  and  academic  achieve- 
ments of  Ukrainians  in  Canada  and  on  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  in  particular. 

The  older  generation  of  Ukrainian  Australians  is 
troubled  by  a complex  of  questions  familiar  to 
Canadians  concerning  assimilation  and  the  reten- 
tion of  a Ukrainian  identity  among  the  youth. 


MARKIAN  KOWALUK 

The  third  Institute  seminar  in  Edmonton 
was  presented  on  16  October  by  Markian  Kowaluk, 
a graduate  student  in  the  Department  of  Slavic 
Languages.  He  spoke  on  "The  Literary  Career  of 
Mykola  Rudenko,"  which  is  also  the  topic  of  his 
master's  thesis.  Mykola  Rudenko  was  born  on  19 
December  1920  in  the  village  of  Iurivka,  Luhanske 
oblast,  Ukraine,  and  grew  up  in  the  Donbas  region 
among  coal  miners  and  steel  workers.  He  entered 
the  philological  faculty  of  Kiev  State  University 
in  1939,  but  in  October  of  that  year  was  drafted 
into  the  army.  Critically  wounded  during  the 
defence  of  Leningrad,  he  was  left  a permanent 
invalid.  After  the  war  Rudenko  served  as  editor 
of  R'adlanskyl  pysmermyk  and,  from  1947  to  1950, 
worked  as  chief  editor  of  Dnipro. 

Rudenko  is  the  author  of  numerous  books. 

His  early  poems  reflect  Communist  ideals  of 
heroism  and  devotion  to  the  Party.  One  of  his 
more  acclaimed  epic  poems  of  the  early  period 
is  "Leninhradtsi . " His  later  works  are  more  about 
nature,  people  and  social  conditions  in  his  home- 
land. His  novels  Viter  v oblychehia  and  Ostarmla 
shablla  became  quite  popular  during  the  1950s. 
Rudenko  has  also  written  short  stories,  popular 
science  and  science  fiction.  In  the  1960s  he 
underwent  an  ideological  evolution,  resulting  in 
an  open  espousal  of  dissident  ideas  and  leadership 
of  the  Ukrainian  Helsinki  group.  Arrested  in  1976, 
he  was  first  placed  in  a psychiatric  asylum,  then 
in  a prison  camp  where  he  remains  to  this  day. 
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DR.  MANOLY  R.  LUPUL 

On  6 November  Dr.  Lupul,  director  of  the 
Institute  and  professor  of  Canadian  educational 
history,  spoke  on  the  subject  "Ukrainian  Canadians, 
Multiculturalism  and  the  New  Government." 

Topics  examined  were  "Ukrainian  power"  in 
the  new  Conservative  government  and  in  the  multi- 
cultural area  itself.  The  Ukrainian- Canadian  com- 
munity’s power  to  influence  the  new  government's 
multicultural  policies  and  programmes  was  discussed 
in  the  context  of  possible  federal  assistance  to 
cultural  and  organizational  activities,  similar  to 
that  given  francophone  organizations  outside  the 
Province  of  Quebec.  Finally,  the  new  government’s 
possible  orientation  toward  multiculturalism  was 
presented  against  the  background  of  the  "Progressive 
Conservative  Statement  on  Multiculturalism,"  issued 
by  the  Progressive  Conservative  national  headquarters 
on  3 May  1979. 

DR.  IVAN  L.  RUDNYTSKY 

Dr.  Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky,  professor  of 
history,  presented  the  fifth  Institute  seminar 
on  20  November.  His  talk  was  entitled  "F.  Duchinski: 
His  Impact  on  Ukrainian  Political  Thought." 

Franciszek  Duchiffeki  (1817-93)  was  a native  of  the 
province  of  Kiev.  A patriotic  Pole,  he  also  pos- 
sessed a strong  sense  of  allegiance  to  his  Ukrainian 
homeland.  As  an  expatriate  since  1846,  he  settled 
in  Paris  and  became  a prolific  writer  in  Polish 
and  French.  Duchifiski  advocated  the  idea  of  a 
perennial  racial  conflict  between  the  Aryans  or 
Indo-Europeans  and  the  "Turanians" J he  classified 
the  Poles  and  the  Ukrainians  with  the  former,  and 
Russians  (whose  Slavic  character  he  denied)  with 
the  latter.  Duchinski  cannot  be  considered  a sound 
scholar,  although  at  times  he  displayed  flashes  of 
historical  intuition.  In  the  1860s  he  had  followers 
among  French  publicists,  but  this  influence  waned 
with  the  fall  of  the  Second  Empire  and  the  rise  of 
critical  Slavic  studies.  In  the  early  1870s  Duchinski 
contributed  to  the  Galician  Ukrainian  press. 

Duchifiski 's  ideas  were  opposed  by  Mykola  Kostomarov 
and  Mykhailo  Drahomanov  on  scholarly  as  well  as 
political  grounds.  In  spite  of  this,  the  concept 
of  a fundamental  ethnic  incompatibility  of  the 
Ukrainian  and  the  Russian  peoples,  first  formulated 
by  Duchinski,  was  accepted  by  the  Galician 
narodovtsi  and  became  a permanent  feature  of  the 
ideology  of  modern  Ukrainian  nationalism.  A 
forgotten  figure  today,  Duchinski  may  serve  as  an 
example  of  the  impact  which  Ukrainophile  Poles 
had  in  directing  the  Ukrainian  national  movement 
into  militantly  anti-Russian  channels.  This  impact 
has  not  been  sufficiently  appreciated  by  historians. 


NESTOR  MAKUCH 

On  4 December  Nestor  Makuch,  recent 
recipient  of  an  honours  B.A.  in  history  at  the 
University  of  Alberta,  presented  the  sixth 
Institute  seminar,  "Dmytro  Dontsov  and  Interwar 
Ukrainian  Nationalism."  In  1929  several  integral 
nationalist  groups  in  Western  Ukraine  and  adjacent 
areas  of  Eastern  Europe  banded  together  to  form 
the  Organization  of  Ukrainian  Nationalists  (O.U.N.). 

The  groups  themselves  had  arisen  during  the  1920s 
in  response  to  internal  and  external  factors  that, 
they  felt,  were  threatening  the  very  survival  of 
the  Ukrainian  nation.  Externally,  the  postwar 
settlements  had  left  many  European  countries  with 
dissatisfied  national  minorities,  such  as  the 
Ukrainians  in  Poland.  Polish  aggression  was  a major 
factor  contributing  to  the  Ukrainians'  perceived 
threat  of  their  elimination  as  a national  group. 

This  aggravated  the  hostility  Ukrainians  felt 
toward  the  Western  democracies  for  allowing 
Ukrainian  territory  to  be  incorporated  into  Poland. 
Coupled  with  a decline  of  parliamentarianism  in  the 
West  and  Poland  and  the  rise  of  authoritarian  regimes, 
this  resentment  aided  in  the  development  of  the  methods 
by  which  Ukrainians  would  attempt  to  redress  their 
grievances.  Internally,  the  failure  of  the  Ukrainian 
revolution  convinced  nationalists  that  the  existing 
strategy  and  programmes  of  the  Ukrainian  leadership 
were  ineffectual.  Therefore,  they  looked  for  a "new 
way"  to  achieve  national  self-determination.  The  "new 
way"  was  supplied  by  Dontsov  who  fanned  the  discontent 
the  younger  generation  through  his  voluminous 
publicistic  work  and,  though  never  formally  a 
member  of  the  party,  created  the  psychological 
milieu  that  facilitated  O.U.N.  recruitment. 

TORONTO 


KONSTANTIN  HUYTAN 

The  Institute's  seminar  series  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  began  on  1 October  with 
a talk  given  by  Konstantin  Huytan,  a Ph.D. 
candidate  at  the  London  School  of  Economics. 
Entitled  "Canadian-Soviet  Academic  Exchanges: 

An  Assessment,"  Huytan 's  talk  stemmed  from  his 
experiences  as  a member  on  the  ten-month 
Canada-USSR.  Scientific,  Academic,  Cultural 
Exchange  for  1978-9  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of 
Canada  and  the  Department  of  External  Affairs. 
Based  at  Moscow  State  University,  he  attempted 
to  conduct  research  in  archives  and  libraries  in 
Moscow  and  Leningrad. 
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The  speaker  related  the  multitude  of 
obstacles,  from  living  conditions  to  bureaucra- 
tic ineptitutude  and  deceit,  that  combined  to 
sabotage  his  study  plan.  Indeed  no  scholar 
should  think  of  going  to  the  USSR  in  the 
hope  of  completely  resolving  his  research 
dreams.  Much  will  depend  on  chance,  contacts  and 
political  circumstances.  An  unwelcome  factor  is  the 
apparent  disinterest  of  Canadian  academic  and 
political  authorities  both  in  Ottawa  and  in  Moscow 
to  the  plight  of  Canadian  researchers.  The  central 
theme  of  the  talk  was  that  universities  are  the 
central  medium  through  which  exchange  programmes 
should  be  expanded  and  improved.  Canadian  universities 
should  pressure  the  AU-CC.  and  the  Department  of  External 
Affairs  to  ensure  that  the  Soviets  fulfill  their 
responsibilities  to  Canadian  exchange. 

DR.  JOHN-PAUL  HIMKA 

Dr.  John-Paul  Himka,  visiting  assistant 
professor  with  the  Institute  in  Edmonton,  presented 
a seminar  in  Toronto  on  15  October  entitled,  "The 
Background  to  Emigration:  Ukrainians  of  Galicia  and 
Bukovyna,  1848-1914."  The  talk  focused  on  conditions 
in  the  countryside  since,  as  late  as  1900,  95  per  cent 
of  Ukrainians  in  Austria  were  peasants  and  it  was  the 
agrarian  situation  that  seems  to  have  been  most 
responsible  for  the  mass  exodus  to  North  America. 

The  Ukrainian  peasant  was  pressed  hard  by  the  owners 
of  great  estates,  money  lenders  and  other  social 
strata,  some  of  his  own  nationality.  The  inequitable 
division  of  land  after  the  abolition  of  serfdom  in 
1848,  partible  inheritance  and  the  inroads  of  a money 
economy  occasioned  an  acute  land  hunger  in  Galicia 
and  Bukovyna,  where  80  per  cent  of  the  peasant 
holdings  amounted  to  less  than  the  five  hectares 
considered  necessary  for  subsistence  (1900).  To 
make  ends  meet,  many  peasants  hired  themselves  out 
as  agricultural  labourers  on  the  large  estates, 
but  many  also  discovered  that  emigration  could  most 
radically  improve  their  economic  status.  Accordingly, 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  Ukrainians  left  Austria  to 
settle  in  North  America  in  the  decades  preceding  World 
,War  I.  The  talk  concluded  with  a survey  of  the  poli- 
tical and  cultural  evolution  of  the  Ukrainians  from 
the  1848  revolution  until  the  early  twentieth  cen- 
tury. 

DR.  MYRON  B.  KUROPAS 

The  Institute’s  third  seminar  was  given  by 
Dr.  Myron  Kuropas  on  "The  Making  and  Tempering  of 
the  Ukrainian  American." 

Between  1884  and  1915,  the  Rusin-American  who 
emigrated  to  the  United  States  with  a weak  ethno- 
national  identity  became  a Ukrainian.  This  process 
of  ethno-genesis  involved  three  ethno-national 
streams  which  competed  for  the  loyalty  of  the 
Rusin:  the  Russian  stream,  the  Uhro-  Rusin  stream 
and  the  Ukrainian  stream.  The  ethno-national  identity 
of  the  Ukrainian  American  was  tempered  during  a period 
in  America  which  extended  from  1915  to  1939.  Three 
political  ideologies  competed  for  the  loyalties  of 


Ukrainian  Americans  during  this  era:  communism, 

monarchism  and  nationalism.  The  role  of  the 
Ukrainian  Catholic  church  during  the  period  of 
ethno-genesis  was  crucial,  as  was  the  role  of  the 
Ukrainian  National  Association  and  its  organ 
Svoboda.  After  1915,  a number  of  political  organi- 
zations in  America  rose  to  the  surface  to  take  on 
the  function  of  ethno-national  clarification. 


MYROSLAW  YURKEVICH 

On  19  November  Myroslaw  Yurkevich,  a Ph.D. 
candidate  in  history  at  the  University  of  Michigan, 
spoke  on  "The  Ideology  of  Dmytro  Dontsov  and  the 
Organization  of  Ukrainian  Nationalists,  1929-50." 

The  speaker  outlined  the  positions  taken  by 
Dmytro  Dontsov  and  the  O.U.N.  leadership  on  a 
wide  range  of  social  and  poltical  issues,  including 
the  failure  of  the  Ukrainian  Revolution,  proposals 
for  the  internal  and  foreign  policy  of  an  independent 
Ukrainian  state,  the  Jewish  question  and  attitudes 
to  fascism  and  national  socialism.  He  argued  that,  in 
the  effort  to  develop  a nationalist  ideology,  Dontsov 
advocated  the  acceptance  of  foreign  models,  while  the 
O.U.N.  leadership  stressed  the  positive  elements  of 
the  native  tradition.  This  debate,  muted  in  the  1920s 
and  1930s,  prefigured  the  revision  of  the  O.U.N.  pro- 
gramme in  1943  and  Dontsov's  subsequent  rejection  of 
the  new  programme. 


DR  WSEVOLOD  ISAJIW 

On  3 December  the  final  Institute  seminar  of 
the  autumn  semester  in  Toronto  was  given  by  Dr. 
Wsevolod  Isajiw,  professor  of  sociology  at  the 
University  of  Toronto.  Dr.  Isajiw  spoke  on  "Multi- 
culturalism  and  the  Future  of  Ukrainian  Culture 
and  Society  in  Ukraine  and  Canada:  A Comparative 

Approach." 

The  factors  conditioning  the  future  develop- 
ment of  the  Ukrainian  community  are:  (1)  cultural 

institutions,  (2)  those  sectors  of  the  community 
providing  a social  base  for  the  development  of 
institutions  and  (3)  ideologies  articulating  and 
justifying  organized  activity  and  collective 
action. 


In  Ukraine,  since  the  end  of  World  War  II, 
there  has  been  intensive  urbanization  involving  a 
large  proportion  of  migrants  from  the  Russian 
republic  and  a process  of  social  mobility  resulting 
in  competition  between  Ukrainians  and  immigrating 
Russians.  In  this  competition  Ukrainians  have 
been  at  a disadvantage,  as  witnessed  by  the  numerical 
decline  of  Ukrainian  together  with  a strengthening 
of  Russian  cultural  institutions.  The  current 
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dissent  in  Ukraine  has  to  be  understood  against 
this  background:  the  dissidents  are  an  active 

social  base  defending  Ukrainian  institutions  in 
the  face  of  threat  and  are  spokesmen  who  are 
articulating  a new,  human  rights  ideology.  Their 
success  will  depend  upon  possible  support  from 
other  important  social  sectors  in  Ukraine  and  on 
the  successes  of  other  human  rights  movements 
in  the  Soviet  Union,  especially  in  the  Russian 
republic. 

In  Canada,  migration  to  cities  has  meant  a 
loss  of  Ukrainian  language,  but  not  necessarily 
a complete  loss  of  identity.  Different  sectors 
in  the  Ukrainian  community  have  different 
orientations  toward  retention  of  Ukrainian  cultural 
institutions.  Six  definitions  of  multiculturalism 
as  an  ideology  can  be  distinguished;  different 
sectors  of  the  community  provide  the  social  base 
for  each  definition.  Two  such  definitions  reflect 
those  who  stress  retention  of  Ukrainian  institutions 
as  they  have  been  and  those  who  emphasize  develop- 
ment. Unlike  in  Ukraine,  retention  of  Ukrainian 
identity  in  Canada  will  depend  on  creative  develop- 
ment of  Ukrainian  culture  in  the  context  of 
general  Canadian  institutions  and  on  further 
development  of  Ukrainian  "elites"  in  the  context 
of  society  as  a whole  rather  than  in  the  ethnic 
group  alone. 


ERRATUM 

A recent  Newsletter  (3,  no.  2:17)  erroneously 
stated  that  Dr.  Bida  founded  the  Ukrainian 
Shakespearean  Association.  The  Association  was 
founded  in  Heidelberg  in  1957  by  Drs.  Chyzhevs'kyj 
(from  1957-65,  the  first  president),  Ihor  Kostec'kyj, 
0.  Kottmaier  and  J.B.  Rudnyc'kyj.  Dr.  Bida  was  the 
Association's  second  president  (1965-79)  and  Dr.  Yar 
Slavutych  its  third  (1979-  ).

DR.  B.R.  BOCIURKIW 

Dr.  B.R.  Bociurkiw  has  recently  published:

He  has  also  been  awarded  a leave  fellow- 
ship by  the  Social  Sciences  and  Humanities 
Research  Council  of  Canada  and  a supplemen- 
tary research  fellowship  by  the  American 
Council  of  Learned  Societies  in  support  of 
his  project,  "A  Comparative  Analysis  of 
Church-State  Relations  in  Communist  Political 
Systems,"  to  be  carried  out  during  his  sab- 
batical year  1979-80. 

In  March  1979  Dr.  Bociurkiw,  who  is  an 
associate  director  of  the  CIUS,  was  appointed 
by  Freedom  House,  New  York,  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  newly-formed  Center  for 
Appeals  for  Freedom,  and  in  June  he  joined 
the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Institute,  "Glaube 
in  der  2.  Welt,"  in  Zurich,  Switzerland,  the 
principal  German-language  centre  for  the 
study  of  religion  in  Communist  countries. 

In  August,  on  the  invitation  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Ottawa,  he  became  a member  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  of  the  Iwachniuk  Ukrain- 
ian Studies  and  Research  Fund.

At  the  invitation  of  Chinese  authorities. 
Dr.  Bociurkiw,  together  with  Drs.  Peter  J. 
Potichnyj  (McMaster)  and  Borys  Lewytzkyj 
(Munich) , made  a three-week  lecture  tour  of  the 
People's  Republic  of  China  in  April  1979. 
Included  were  lectures  and  seminars  at  the 
Institute  of  World  Politics  of  the  Academy  of 
Social  Sciences  in  Peking  and  at  the  Univer- 
sities of  Harbin,  Nanking  and  Shanghai. 


DR.  JOHN-PAUL  HIMKA 

Dr.  John-Paul  Himka  presented  a paper 
entitled,  "Young  Radicals  and  Independent  Statehood: 
The  Idea  of  a Ukrainian  Nation-State,  1890-95,"  at 
the  annual  conference  of  the  American  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Slavic  Studies,  New  Haven, 
Connecticut,  12  October  1979.  He  recently  published 
a review  article,  "The  Formation  of  National  Identity 
in  Subcarpathian  Rus ' : Some  Questions  of  Methodology," 
Harvard  Ukrainian  Studies  2,  no. 3 (September  1978):

DRS.  A.  HORNJATKEVYC  and  Y.  SLAVUTYCH 

On  30  October  1979  Dr.  Andrij  Hornjatkevyc 
gave  the  first  seminar  in  the  series  organized  by 
the  Division  of  East  European  Studies  at  the 
University  of  Alberta  for  the  1979-80  academic  year. 
He  spoke  on  "Ukrainian  National  Instruments:  A 
Folkloric  Survey."  A second  topic,  entitled 
"Soviet  Language  Policy"  was  presented  on  4

of  Slavic  Languages,  University  of  Alberta. 


O.S.  ILNYTZKYJ 

Oleh  S.  Ilnytzkyj,  a doctoral  candidate 
at  Harvard  University,  joined  the  Department  of 
Slavic  Studies,  University  of  Manitoba,  as  a 
lecturer  in  July  1979,  replacing  Dr.  V.  Ninovsky 
who  retired  last  year.  Mr.  Ilnytzkyj 's  doctoral 
dissertation  is  "Ukrainian  Futurism  1914-1930." 
He  received  a SSHRC  grant  from  the  University 
of  Manitoba  to  write  on  "Gogol:  the  Nationality 
Problem."  During  the  summer  of  1979,  he  taught 
the  Intermediate  Ukrainian  course  at  Harvard 
Summer  School.

ian Pro- Communist  Organizations  in  Canada.  (Toronto: 

While  visiting 
Edmonton  during  his  promotional  tour,  Mr.  Kolasky 
also  spoke  at  the  "You  Are  What  You  Culture"  con- 
ference, gave  a talk  to  Edmonton’s  Ukrainian  community 
and  appeared  on  television  and  radio.
